RUSE ALLEGED

Manhattan couple has been accused of 

alsifying a coronavirus diagnosis in 
order to delay the husband’s trial at Suffolk 
County criminal court in Riverhead. 

Devon Lewis, 35, and his 36-year-old wife 
Blair McDermott pleaded not guilty to felony 
charges of forgery, offering a false instru- 
ment for filing, and misdemeanor counts of 
criminal contempt. 

“It is reprehensible that someone would 
claim to have this deadly virus, which has 
taken so much from so many people, to try to 
avoid the consequences of their own crimi- 
nal actions,” Suffolk County District Attor- 
ney Timothy Sini said. 

The trail began in September against Lew- 
is, who was arrested for the sale and posses- 
sion of cocaine and heroin in 2019, but be- 
fore closing arguments were heard, he gave 
the court a photo of a document claiming 
that McDermott tested positive for Covid-19, 
prompting the trial to be suspended until she 
tested negative, prosecutors said. 

The trial resumed on Nov. 12. Lewis was 
convicted the next day and ordered held 
without bail. An investigation later revealed 
that the couple allegedly altered the docu- 
ment with McDermott’s initial test results, 
which were in fact negative, authorities said. 
During the time the couple was said to be 
quarantining at home, they instead traveled 
to hotels and casinos in New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania and Maryland, according to investiga- 
tors. 

Lewis’ Westhampton Beach-based attor- 
ney Keith O’Halloran maintained his client’s 
innocence. McDermott’s attorney could not 
be reached for comment. She was released 
without bail.

(oa essential workers and seniors are now 
eligible to receive the Covid-19 vaccine on the 
East End. All New Yorkers who fall in Phase 1B can 
make an appointment to receive the vaccine as 
of Jan. 11. This includes teachers and education 
workers, first responders, public safety workers, 
public transit workers, public-facing grocery 
store workers, and homeless individuals sharing 
accommodations with others. Eligibility was 
increased on Jan. 12 from people older than 75 
to those older than 65 as well as those who are 
immune-compromised. 

“Given high demand and limited supply of the 


vaccine at this time, appointments may be limited,” 


Suffolk County Executive Steve Bellone said. “But 
Suffolk County has the capacity to provide vaccines 
soon as they are available.” 

Bellone has been directing residents to 
Northwell Health’s website, which includes its 
location at Peconic Bay Medical Center. Residents 
can check their eligibility, find those locations, and 
make appointments at northwell.edu/coronavirus- 
covid-19/vaccine. 

If there are no available appointments, 
officials said to keep checking back, as they 
will be added on a rolling basis. There will also 
be more locations added in the coming weeks. 

The vaccination of residents in Phase 1B is 
operating simultaneously with the vaccination of 
all patient-facing healthcare workers in Phase 1A.

a new drive-through coronavirus test site 
opened Jan. 6 at East Hampton Town Hall to 
meet growing demand amid a surge in COVID-19 
‘cases nationwide, including on the East End — and 
residents turned out in force. 

The website for residents to make an 
appointment, testbeforeyougo.com, proved spotty 
on the first day, when 125 people showed up to get 
tested, town officials said, noting that opening a 
Montauk location is under consideration. 

“There’s quite a bit of demand townwide,” East 
Hampton Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc told 
the Jan. 7 board meeting. “The number of cases in 
the town are much higher than they were during 
the initial outbreak.” 

COVID-19 cases have tripled since October to

nearly 900 as of last week, the supervisor said. 
The number of cases across Suffolk County 
recently doubled in a two-month period to more 
than 100,000. 

COVID-19 PCR (RNA) nasal swab testing, 
rapid antigen testing for active viral infection 
diagnosis, and antibody blood testing to determine 
if someone has had a previous case of the virus will 
be available at East Hampton Town Hall from 7 
a.m. to 9 p.m., seven days per week. 

The cost will be $179 for the PCR nasal 
swab test, $99 for the rapid antigen test and 
$59 for the antibody test, all of which is covered by 
insurance. A limited number of free tests will be 
made available to those in financial need, the town 
said. 

The testing will be conducted by Collection Sites, 
LLC, a wholly-owned subsidiary of QuestCap Inc.

I n January, after a seemingly

He is on Mars, having, in the 
name of humanity, planted a flag of the United Na- 
tions. 

“T couldn't help myself,” he says. “We created the 
necessary technology. I thought I should be the first 
person to try it out. Mars is wonderful.” 

U. S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement 
says that because he planted a United Nations flag 
rather than a United States flag, he has renounced 
his citizenship and will not be permitted to return 
to America. President Biden says he is working on 
solving the problem.

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GOLD AS INFLATION HEDGE? NOT SO FAST! 


Last August, chatter about 
record injections of liquidity by 
the Federal Reserve, the declining 
value of the dollar, the dramatic 
amount of funds released to © 
consumers and businesses via ~ 
the CARES Act and other forms 
of fiscal stimulus was loud and 
abundant. So were fears of 
incipient inflation. All this led to 
a spike in the gold price above 
the “magic” 2,000 level. The false 
narrative of “gold as inflation 
hedge” took hold. — 


My thesis is that gold would 
probably be among the worst 
investments known to mankind, but for the fact 
that it is not an investment at all. It is an inert 
metal that produces nothing, yields nothing (in 
terms of income production like dividends) and is 
| entirely without intrinsic value. Its reputed value, 
in my view, is attributable only to the misguided 
groupthink that gold is an inflation hedge. 


The media was carping about a “cratering” 
-| dollar back in August when the dollar index was 
| at about 94. Far from “cratering” in August to 94. 
from its pandemic/panic-driven high of about 
| 103 on March 20, the dollar simply was reverting 


back toward long-term norms 
(30 year average) of about 91, 
where it sits today. The media 
was trumpeting gold’s new all- 
time highs exceeding 2000. 
The previous high of 1,850 was 
reached during the height of the 
European debt crisis in August, 
2011. In other words, gold has 
essentially been dead money 
for close to a decade! At the risk 
of piling on, the day gold hit 1,850 
(8/11/11) the S & P 500 closed at 
1,173. As | write, the S & P stands 
at 3,810. imagine how appallingly 
foolish one feels today who sold 
stocks then to buy gold. Some have a thesis that 
this time is different. It is not! Gold briefly traded 
above 800 in January of 1980 during the great 
bubble top it formed in response to the Carter era’s 
global inflation panic. That translates to a move 
up of 2.5 times over 40 years, from 800 to near 
2,000. The consumer price index (inflation) 
went up 3.3 times over the same period! Of 
the many adjectives | could use to describe gold, 
inflation-hedge is not among them. The S & P 500, 
by contrast, was at 111 in January, 1980. It is 
up 34 times versus gold being up 2.5 times. 


In conclusion, gold is a foolish “investment,’ 
but even more foolish is the act of selling 
stocks to buy gold. By far, the greatest 
long-term inflation hedge ever created by 
man has been mainstream US equities.

“Empathy is so, so 
important in medicine.” 


hat simple, succinct statement by Dr. Kai Stur- 

mann, Chair of the Stony Brook Medicine East- 
ern Long Island Campus Leadership Coordinating 
Council, perhaps says it all. As the world as we knew 
it came to a halt in 2020 due to the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, healthcare’ workers—EMTs, paramedics, 
nurses, doctors—became heroes on the frontline, 
not only providing essential medical care to those 
in need but also emotional support to both patients 
and each other. 

The COVID-19 story is bigger than any one per- 
son. Every single frontline worker has their own 
story to share. Some are stories of triumph, some of 
tragedy. These healthcare professionals from Stony 
Brook University Hospital, Stony Brook Southamp- 
ton Hospital, Eastern Long Island and Peconic Bay 
Medical Center and the Westhampton War Memori- 
al Ambulance Association share their experiences.

“There was so much that wasn’t known about the 
virus early on. Probably the biggest challenge we 
didn’t anticipate up front were the supply chain is- 
sues. The governor asked us to double out bed count 
and we did that. We were able to get staff in here 
and set up programs and adapt to the programs. 
But things like getting basic supplies and gowns and 
worrying about running out of masks. That was a 
real challenge. In many ways it was out of our con- 
trol, when we started to run out the plastic gowns. 
We never did, but it was getting lower and lower. 
Finding out that it was a national problem, that

the supply chain 
was not ready 
for this level. In 
this case, Ken 
Wright [Chair, 
Southampton 
Hospital As- 
sociation] orga- 
nized a group of 
volunteers and 
generated thousands of gowns for us. We 
were able to use that as a backup supply and never 
run out. Looking back, that was a challenge I didn’t 
anticipate. Who would have thought of running out 
masks and plastic gowns?”

“Unfortunately, I think when COVID came out, it 
was this brand new thing nobody’s ever heard of, no 
information. It kind of, in my opinion, set the tone 
for healthcare across the board. Because there was 
no information. What are the effects? What does it 
do? How can we protect ourselves? When the first 
cases hit, my Assistant Chief called and said we 
needed to take some steps here. He and I sat, put 
our heads together and said there are two great 
things—Ng5 masks and Tyvek suits. We were very 
fortunate. We did a preemptive strike. We started 
preparing at the end of January. But not knowing... 
it’s trial by fire for every frontline worker.”

“In the beginning, when everything was very ear- 
ly, we did not necessarily know what this virus was 
going to entail and we decided to take stock of our 
supplies, mainly the Ng95s. We realized we perhaps 


needed more than we had 


on-hand and started putting them into the locks of 
our ambulances. We didn’t have our Ng5s stolen but 
I was under the impression that there were people 
going to other hospitals that were stealing PPE out 
of other ambulances. We made sure we had the 
equipment and the secure location.”

“We did see the first known case in Suffolk Coun- 
ty. That was at ELI and I recall the day pretty well 
because I was there. We definitely were concerned 
that this patient was a COVID patient based on a 
number of factors...Those of us practicing long 
enough remember the HIV crisis and at the time 
very little was known about the disease other than 
it was killing people. Some of us have been through 
this before. There have been a number of other pan- 
demics, none as great as this.

“On March 8, 2020, when we confirmed that 
our hospital had the first COVID patient in Suffolk 
County [transferred from ELI] it became very real, 
very fast.

was filled with pride and complete confidence in our 
team here.”

“Really, my membership...I can’t speak enough 
about that. I did have some members who stopped 
riding because they have underlying medical con- 
ditions, but the majority stayed riding and followed 
the standard operating procedures, we bought a 
bunch of equipment for our rigs. I have nobody in 
my agency who has caught COVID or been quar- 
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antined from COVID on Westhampton 
Ambulance. That’s one of my proudest 
moments, I’m not going to lie!”

They think 
they’re young, they’re healthy. And here we had this 
29-year-old who was an otherwise healthy person 
who got sick and died.”

She said she’d come up with 
a new role at Guild Hall with me in 
mind and told me what it would en- 
tail. It sounded too good to be true, so 
I thought about it—I love Southamp- 
ton Arts Center and it’s been a great 
experience so it wasn’t an easy deci- 
sion—but change is good, so I decided 
it would be a good move 
for me. 

Grover: Well, it’s 
our goth anniversary 
and we've been operat- 
ing since the Great De- 
pression as an antidote 
to that troubled time. 
Guild Hall’s mission has 
always been civic-mind- 
ed. It opened as an arts 
town hall and, in addi- 
tion to galleries and a 
theater, it’s been a gath- 
ering place for debates, 
blood drives...it’s been 
a hybrid of town hall 
and arts and cultural 
center. As we enter our 
goth anniversary, that 
mission seems_ espe- 
cially prescient during 
a time where we have so 
much division and:also 
disease in our country. 
We need someone who 
is a natural at building 
bridges and commu- 
nity. Amy has a gift for 
building trust and authenticity among 
various demographics that make up 
our community. We created the Chief 
Creative Officer to act as the keeper of 
the mission, vision and values of the 
institution. It’s a position designed to 
unify the institution internally and 
externally.

between the disciplines. We no longer 
think of departmental boundaries but 
where we can overlap. 


Amy, what is your first item on 
the agenda, and a larger goal for 
the year? 

Kirwin: In addition to growing 
our social media presence, we're look- 
ing for ways to build our audience. 
We want to find that sweet spot de- 
mographic everybody is trying to fill 
of 20s—40s to tap into that audience, 
as well. It’s hard to say right now, 
but I feel like a big goal is to broaden 
the audience. One side is celebrating 
the history, but ‘also, Guild Hall is 
very contemporary and on the pulse 
where you might find classical music 
one night and then Hasan Minhaj the 
other night doing comedy, so it’s such 
‘avaried program.

A 95 years old, Dick Stone is an iconic South- 
ampton-based artist. In December, Stone told 
Dan’s Papers, “I tried to keep my painter’s brain 
alive” throughout his prolific advertising and mar- 
keting career.

Brunch Like They Do 
in Greece at Calissa

O n your way from Southampton 
to Water Mill, you'll see a simple 
white sign on your left that reads 
“Calissa,” which roughly translates 
to: One of the most decadent, authen- 
tic Greek cuisine experiences in the 
Hamptons (paraphrased, of course). 
And with the new year, comes an all- 
new Sunday winter brunch menu that 
adds even more variety to an already 
diverse list of offerings. 

Upon being seated in the Mykonos- 
inspired dining room with a window 
into the kitchen for you to watch the 
masters at work, you'll be presented 
with your option of bottomless bub- 
bles. For up to three hours, you’ll be 
treated to unlimited Veuve Clicquot 
Champagne or Prosecco by the glass 
or mixed in a classic cocktail—op- 
tions including mimosa, Bellini, St. 
Germain spritz and Aperol spritz. The 
Veuve Clicquot mimosa really should 
be the new standard for brunch mi- 
mosas everywhere, with its perfect 
balance of pulpy freshness and bright 
bubbliness. The restaurant’s award- 
winning wine and spirits list is on 
offer, as well. 

As you sip your bubbly, you'll want 
to further indulge yourself with one 
or all of Calissa’s six Mezze items. 
As with everything on the menu, the 


freshness of the Tzatziki is palatable, 
tasting as if the bits of cucumber came 
straight from the garden onto your 
plate. Don’t be fooled by the guacamo- 
le appearance of the avocado Tzatziki, 
as the garlic and dill notes in this 
spread elevate the fruit to a range of 
flavors previously unheard of. As the 
only spicy option on the Mezze list, 
the pepper-infused Kafteri provides 
some much-appreciated heat, while 
the lemony Taramasalata offers a 
welcome burst of citrus. And you can’t 
go wrong with the Santorinian hum- 
mus or olives either, so you're best 
off ordering the grand Pikilia platter, 
which includes all six and plenty of 
pita bread. 

The most addictive item on the ap- 
petizers list is undoubtedly the crispy 
zucchini chips, which far surpass torti- 
Ila chips and the like due to their versa- 
tility—the option to top each chip with 
Tzatziki, squirt it with lemon or eat it in 
its natural glory adds a layer of flavor 
customizability that ensures your taste 
buds remain fully engaged with each 
bite as you quickly clear the plate. Ap- 
petizers also include the classic tomato 
Greek salad, Mykonian rocket salad 
with apple and pomegranate, Cos salad 
with scallion and lemon, Avgolemono 
soup, Saganaki cheese and. crispy 
calamari. To each, you can add grilled 
chicken, rosemary pork, grilled salmon

or steak—quadrupling the number of 
combinations to try. 

After the apps, comes the main at- 
traction—the brunch entrées—and 
each one delivers in a big way. The 
Horta Benedict is the brunch classic 
at its finest, with hollandaise sauce 
and a runny egg over steamed spin- 
ach, sauteed and seasoned to perfec- 
tion, and a toasty English muffin. The 
lobster Benedict takes this flawless 
concept and swaps in a little some- 
thing for the many seafood lovers on 
the East End. Like the zucchini chips, 
the thick-sliced French toast, made 
with halal bread, offers plenty of fla- 
vor combinations to try, with warm 
syrup and walnut butter on the side 
and a dollop of whipped Greek yogurt 
on top. The egg and sausage Gyro is a 
brilliant brunchy take on a traditional 
gyro with loukaniko, tomato, avocado 
Tzatziki, dill and scallions lovingly 
placed inside a large pita wrap. Final- 
ly, the Shakshuka is an oven-prepared 
dish reminiscent of eggs sitting atop a 
bed of the finest salsa, when in actual- 
ity, this Greek masterpiece in a skillet 
consists of tomato, peppers, onion, 


cumin, paprika and feta cheese. 

The lunch entrees on offer include 
delectable dishes such as the homeade 
savory pie platter of Spanakopita 
(spinach) or Kolokythopita (butternut 
squash), a souvlaki platter of grilled 
chicken or garlic-rosemary pork, lob- 
ster pasta, strip steak, grilled bran- 
zino, lamb Saganaki burger with mint 
Tzatziki and a salmon lentil salad with 
shaved Brussels sprouts, grapes, ma- 
nouri and pepita. Your side options 
include sauteed Horta greens, Briam 
(Greek ratatouille), fingerling potatoes 
and Greek fries. 

While dining at Calissa for brunch, 
it’s clear that freshness and variety 
were key when chefs Bob Abrams, 
Carlos Cortes and Andres Ruilova 
concocted this delightful menu. The 
number of spreads and sides to try, 
cocktails to sip and pairing options 
to experiment with is staggering and 
well worth several return trips to taste 
every combination of Greek flavors.

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Optimizing Your Mental Health in 2021

he definition of insanity is do- 

ing the same thing over and over 
again and expecting different results. 
The New Year calls for change. Out 
with the bad habits and in with the 
healthy ones. 

There is no doubt that 2020 
knocked everyone off their feet on 
some, or many levels, but especially 
emotionally. A recent study published 
in JAMA Network Open highlighted 
the severity of the pandemic on men- 
tal health. It found that three times 
as many Americans met criteria for a 
depression diagnosis during the pan- 
demic than before it. 

Because the fight against the coro- 
navirus is far from over, you'll need 
everything in your arsenal to stay 
healthy mentally. Here’s how to 
achieve that goal in the New Year. 


“Ten to 30 minutes a few times a 
week is enough to make a difference 
in your mental health,” says Prianca 
Naik, an M.D. and life coach in Gar- 
den City. The mental health payoff can 
be huge. Exercise boosts energy, en- 
hances sleep, and builds self-esteem, 
not to mention adding physical ben- 
efits. Make getting six to nine hours of 
sleep a priority as well. 


Nutrition plays an important role in 
our mental health, says Lin Sternlicht, 
a licensed mental health counselor 
and co-founder of Family Addiction 
Specialist in Manhattan. Nutritional 
deficiencies have been correlated 
with mental health issues such as low 
mood, anxiety, and stress. Eating a 
healthier whole foods diet — one that 
consists of unprocessed and unre- 
fined foods — can improve not only 
your physiological health but your 
psychological well-being. 


“It is hard with the pandemic, but 
texting, calling, or Zooming with others 
gives us a sense of support and belong- 
ing during this isolating time. Human 
beings need a sense of tribe and com- 
munity for their well-being,” says Naik. 

Better still, set a New Year’s resolu- 
tion and connect it with another per- 
son or group. 

“This can help you achieve your goal 
or resolution because you motivate 
each other,” says Rachelle Scott, M.D., 
medical director of psychiatry at Eden 
Health in Manhattan. 


MEDITATION CAN REDUCE STRESS THAT LEADS TO DEPRESSION. 


Find a healthy way to de-stress 
regularly. 

“If you want to read, knit, learn how 
to play chess or listen to music, dedi- 
cate fice to 10 minutes a day several 
days a week and you will be able to 
achieve your goals,” says Naik. “ Do- 
ing something outside of work and 
household chores is an easy way to do 
something for yourself.”

This can be you taking a friend out 
for coffee, asking someone to keep you 
company, or volunteering at a soup 
kitchen. 

“Community care has its basis in 
collectivistic support and can allow 
you to practice compassion, empa- 
thy, and appreciation,” says Joicy 
Salgado, a psychotherapist in Valley 
Stream. 


EXPLORE YOURSELF 


Choose a safe place such as therapy, 


support groups, journaling, or spiri- 
tual guidance, where you can express 
yourself. 

“When we keep it all inside of us, it 
can get messy and heavy to hold,” says 
Salgado. 


Practicing mindfulness doesn’t 
have to mean sitting in stillness for 30 
minutes to get rid of uncomfortable 
thoughts. 

“It’s about purposefully connect- 
ing with ourselves in the present 
moment, wherever we go,” says Ken- 
dra Kirane, director of creative arts 
therapy and wellness at Wellbridge 
Addiction Treatment and Research in 
Calverton. “Mindfulness can lead to 
self-compassion and insight, qualities 
that seem especially vital after such a 
stressful year.” 


MEDITATE 
Studies show that regular medi- 
tation practice helps reduce stress. 


When life feels especially uncertain, 
it can be helpful to connect with the 
basics: Sit and feel yourself sitting, 
breathe and experience each breath 
cycle. 

“For beginners, set a goal and rou- 
tine that can be experienced success- 
fully, such as five minutes per day,” 
says Kirane. 


BE THANKFUL 

“Take a few minutes to list what you 
are grateful for while you're brush- 
ing your teeth each morning, or jot 
it down on a bedside journal,” says 
Naik.”Doing this consistently makes 
us appreciate the life we already have 
and increases fulfillment.” 


REACH OUT 

Don’t suffer in silence. Turn to a 
friend, relative, health care profes- 
sional or counselor.

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Dune Road House in 
Quogue Sells at $22.5M 


Sets Record for West of the Canal 


BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


losing just before the new year, 

an oceanfront house in Quogue 
Village sold at $22.5 million, a mil- 
lion and a half above the asking price. 
The 124 Dune Road transaction is the 
most expensive residential 
sale west of the Shinnecock 
Canal not only in 2020 
but in history, accord- 
ing to Robert Canberg 
of Compass who put 
together the deal. 

The previous record 
was $16.5 million in 
2017 for 20 Dune Road in 
Quogue, previously owned by 
soap opera star Susan Lucci and her 
husband, Helmut Huber, who listed 
the oceanfront home for $20 million. 

“This is a long time coming,” says 
Canberg of the new record as he has 
seen the popularity of the western 
most hamlets in Southampton Town 
grow, especially during the COVID-19 
pandemic and the frenzy to buy real 
estate on the East End. 

Thenewly renovated 10,700-square- 
foot house was listed in September 
for $21 million. “I got some pushback 
from the market and from some who 
said that number has never been

done,” Canberg says. However, he 
and his team secured a buyer early 
on, leading to a bidding war — “a very 
fierce bidding war, to put it politely,” 
he says. The property went into con- 
tract in less than 30 days, he adds. 
The deal was ultimately done at seven 
percent above the listing price. 
“What’s amazing about 
this is that we took the 
leap of faith,” he says. 
“I know everyone else 
on Dune Road is super 
excited to see. this.” 
He hopes it sets a new 
trend, “the start of some- 
thing spectacular.” 
The price hike is “long de- 
served” for the area, Canberg says. 
Canberg, who works out of offices 


in Southampton and Westhampton’ 


Beach, says the popularity of the 
hamlets west of the canal have been 
building for some time now. Buyers 
tell him, ” ‘I want more time on the 
beach and less time in the car.’ ” 

In the past, there was a mindset 
that buyers could come to the area 
from east of the canal and get a deal 
automatically, according to Canberg, 
who likes to say, “We have the same 
salt water, the same beach, the same 
sand as our neighbors and friends

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Celebrati ng Hamptons Celebrities: 
Maria Cooper Janis 
and Byron Janis

Dh 83, Maria Cooper Janis continues working 
everyday advocating for the legacy of her late 
father, Hollywood legend Gary Cooper, through a 
variety of upcoming initiatives and events. Besides 
managing Gary Cooper’s archives and website, 
garycooper.com, she is a credentialed artist and 
painter. 

Her husband, distinguished classical concert pia- 
nist Byron Janis, 92, works every day too. He’s com- 
posing two music scores for new Broadway plays, 
which he is planning into the future. 

Amidst their schedules, they are selling their 208 
Pond Lane, Southampton home. They are planning 
to keep their upper east side, Manhattan residence. 
Part of their difficult decision is how they continue 
to do a lot of travel. 

For example, Maria who is active on several 
boards, is now undertaking a Gary Cooper Scholar- 
ship project at the University of Southern Califor- 
nia, to benefit American Indian students and Indig- 
enous People. 

Maria’s roots in Southampton actually go back 
as far as her grandparents, Veronica and Paul 


Shields—who was a major Wall Street figure of his 
time. “My mother would tell me how as a child she 
spent weekends and summers at their Ox Pasture 
Road home,” she says. “My mother and father loved 
visiting there taking a break from Hollywood. I too 
spent summers there. 

“When my father died, my mother and I left Hol- 
lywood moving to NYC. My mother then married 
Dr. John Converse. They decided to buy land and 
build their own Southampton house.” On two acres, 
it has five bedrooms, a pool and 200 feet on Lake 
Agawam. Maria and Byron have been living in it 
since her mother and stepfather passed away. 

“I have loved the peace and tranquility of this 
house, which has given me the opportunity to con- 
centrate on composing and musical pursuits,” ex- 
plains Byron. “With Southampton’s late classical 
music patron Eleanor Leonard, I enjoyed helping to 
launch the Hamptons Music Festival.” 

Maria continues, “I love the early mornings, sit- 
ting by the terrace watching the sunrise, watching 
the geese and the ducks fly in on the lake—absolute 
quiet, beautiful nature, a sense of renewal—taking 
a five-minute walk into town, or a 10-minute walk 
to the beach.”

Her father made over 100 films. Her favorites 
are High Noon and Pride of the Yankees. “He made 
movies when I was a youngster, and others when 
I was old enough to relate to him as an adult,” she 
describes. His last movie, filmed in London, The 
Naked Edge, was released in May 1961, about the 
time he died from cancer. Gary Cooper is buried at 
Sacred Hearts Cemetery in Southampton. 

Maria met Byron on her mother’s honeymoon at 
a social event where Byron was the pianist at Cap 
Ferrat in southeastern France. 

Represented by many recordings for both RCA Re- 
cords and Mercury Records, performing through- 
out the world, Byron Janis was stricken with arthri- 
tis and in large measure kept this private. He faced 
an enormous challenge to overcome the difficulties 
arthritis meant for his music. “I required a mental 
approach with passion for music and hard work so I 
could persevere. For example, on concertos and so- 
natas I had to re-finger and re-learn some aspects of 
playing the piano,” Byron recalls. 

Parade Magazine wrote two cover stories on By- 
ron when he disclosed his medical burden. He be- 
came an inspiration to many living with arthritis 
and other disabilities. The Byron Janis Story is a 
PBS documentary. For many years he has been a na- 
tional spokesperson and ambassador for the arts for 
the Arthritis Foundation. He has performed at the 
White House six times for four Presidents.
